This spreading has 
not only been carried on, but has been increas- 
ed, and additional ¡and has been brought to cul­ 
tivation through it in San Bernardino county. 
One of the chief offices of this water board, 
which is soon to go into operation, will be to 
protea the interests of the ranchers and the 
cities of Orange county from this very ua.
